1 he accompanying prociaiiialion of 
his Excellency the Acting Governor and 
Commander lu Chief of the Militia of 
this Slate, annniinces to the different 
cor|)s of Kentucky troops, that a requisi- 
tion is made on them for a Regiment of 
Volnn'eer Moniitod Gunmen, for the ser- 
vice of the United States, to continue in 
that service fw six moiitiis, to be com- 
puted from the day of general rende/.- 
voiis, imlesB sooner discharged. 

The Corps and Orgairzation will ho 
as follows: One Regiment of Volunteer 
Mounted (Jnnmcn, lo lie composed of 
Ten Companies, each (Niiiqiany lo con 
sist of not more than One llumirod nor 
less than Sixty-four rank and file, of able 
bodied, efficient men, hetween the ages 
of eighteen and forty-five years. Per- 
mission is given toe' chof the Volunteer 
(Joinpanics tti elect their own Company 
Officers, and to proscribe their own uni- 
form', hut the Governor and Commander 
in Chief reserves the right, and will ap- 
point the commanding officers of the 
deliichmcnt, and will order a detail to be 
made of the other Field Officers of the 
Regiment. Each volunteer will provide 
his own clothing, horse, and trappings; 
provisions, arms, ammunition, cam|i 
oquippnge, Jfc. for active and efficient 
service, will lie furnished by the United 
States . 

The Jirst Ten C'lmpanies organized 
and reported to me in conformity with 
the above regulations, will he received 
and constitute the corps to the exclusion 
of all suliscquent applications; and the 
first company thus tendered, will have 
precedence, he entitled to the right of 
the Regiment, its commanding officer 
will rank all others of equal grade. 

The troops will rendezvous in Frank- 
fort, on Wednesday the seventeenth day 
of August next, hut any Company he- 
longing to the Regiment, whose local 
situation mav render it more convenient 
to join the dolachmcnt on its line of 
march, will he ordered to rendezvous at 
some point other than the, place of ^e«er- 
al rendezvous in Frankfort.
